C.P.R. Wins Irrigation 
Suit 


| RESULT OF SPECIAL TEST 
CASE PUT FORWARD BY 
OBJECTING FARMERS 


Great interest was manifested in 
|the spec'al test case brought for- 
|ward by the farmers who are en- 
deavoring to render the C.P.R 
contracts for irrigable land null and 
{void, and which was heard before 
| his Honor Judge Hyndman in the 
;Supreme Court in the first three 
days of last week. 

To the surprise ot nearly every- 
body, including the C,P.R. who had 
in a'tendance a large number of 
Witnes ies, farmers, employees, and 
experts, the case was dismissed by 
Justices Hyndman after the hearing 
jot the evidence, declaring a non- 
suit and dismissed the case with 
costs, 

Under a searching cross-examin- 
ation by Mr Biggar, K.C., repre- 
senting the Company, one expert 
called by the farmers, Mr McCul- 
loch, had to acknowledge that he 
had not made a detailed examination 
of the land in the block, and that he 
had not had the Govern- 
ment climatic records. 

The suit arose out of the con- 
tention of a farmer named Babcock, 
residing near Gleichen, who claimed 
'that land he had purchased from the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
4s irrigable land was vot benefitted 
by irrigation, and appealed to the 
courts for a recision of his land con- 
tract. The land in question is loc- 
ated in the C.P,R_ Irrigation Block 
east of Calgary, and the object of 
the suit was to have all reference to 
irrigable land removed from the 
contract and the price reduced to 
that of non-irrigable land, and also 
to delare void the water agreement 
whereby the purchaser had agreed 
to pay an annual water rental of 
fitty cents an ‘acre. 

REASONS FOR THE 
DECISION 

Mr Justice Hyndman, in deliver- 
ering judgment, went fully into the 
main issue of the case, that the land 
sold to the plantiff was unsuitable 
for irrigation, and the scheme was 
of no benefit. His Lordship held 
that a fair trial of the scheme should 
have been made by experts who 
- would be capable of judging wheth- 
er irrigation would or wouid not be 
a success.

The fact that water was available, 
said the judge, can bein no way a 
detriment, as it is simply an insur- 
ance against lack of moisture, and 
the evidence shows that under irri- 
gation in 1910 the plaintiff secured 
fourteen bushels to the acre more 
from the irrigated land than that 
not irrigated, The evidence show- 
ed that the plaintiff had only done a 
small amount of irrigating in 1907 
and 1910, andin that year he wrote 
to the Company a letter in which be 
said that the portion he had irrigat 
ted gave him 20 bushels wheat to 
the acre, and the unirrigated por- 
tion only six bushels. ‘I do not 
see on the facts as disclosed by the 
evidence, how I can possibly come 
tothe conclusion that irrigation is 
not a benefit to the land. 

REGARDED TREGO AS 
PREJUDICED 

Dealing with the evidence of W, 
D. Trego, chairman of the Farmers’ 
Combined Irrigation and Publicity 
Committee, and a leading character 
in the objections that had been 
taised against irrigation, the judge 
said he regarded him as a prejudic- 
ed witness who could not possibly 
lay claim to know that irrigation on 
this land was a failure, because 
there was no test made. On 
his own showing Trego went around

statement of the agents of the Com- 
pany to be untrue, but he continued 
acting as though he elected to 
affirm the contract 

Judgment was, therefore, given 
tor the defendant with costs, and 
the counterclaim for the balance of 
the purchase price allowed 

FURTHER CASES 

The irrigation question, will be 
further aired in the Courts shertly, 
when cases brought forward by W.

It introduces permits 
and puts the issuance of these ab- 
solutely in the hands of hundreds 
of men, some reliable doubtless, 
some unprincipled It allows 
any person to have liquor ship- 
ped into the province as often as 
he wishes, for household use. It 
does not even bar Indians It 
opens up the doors and allows 
any interdict wao is a houschold- 
er to get liquor, It introduces 


that most despicable system, the 
volunteer reformer, and devotes 
one entire clause (Clause 44) to 


his protection. It opens up 
towns and districts to liquor 
shops where none were betore, 
this being done by the vendor 
system, the goverment appoint- 
ing vendors to handle liquor 
wherever it dcems suitable. It 
makes it possible for the govern- 
ment to utilize the liquor busi- 
ness of the province to take care 
of its heelers and workers by 
giving them permanent salaried 
jobs 

It turther places he public in 
the position of perpetual suspect- 
ed criminals, throwing on the 
accused in every case the onus of 
proving himself innocent, not 
giving him the British fair play 
system of considering him 
innocent until proven guilty. 

Under the present license law 
the rural districts are remarkably 
clear of the liquor traffic. It is 
only in the towns that liquor can 
now be obtained. Under the 
new ‘Act the country especially 
will be dotted with  blind-pigs, 
smugylers, and the tough clem- 
ent who always come into a pro- 
hibition district in order to make 
guick money which is always in 
sight for the illicit liquor d. aler. 

The worst kind of alcoholic is 
the ‘bottle drinker’, the man 


who purchases by the bottle and 
drinks alone, the man who 
drinks for the love of alcohol, not 
for convivialitv. He will be able 
to satisfy his craving.

to get the ret rs to stock our line, 


although our prices » a shade 
lower than those of the American 
concern. 


“One of our best travellers was on 
his way back trom the West at the 
time. He ran into an informal con- 
ference of retail hardware men in 
Regina, anc found them d scussing 
ways and means of keeping their 


business open. He wired us for per- | 
mission to make them a proposition. | 


We consented and an agreement was 
reached whereby these men agreed 
te handle only “Made-in-Canada” 
stoves. On the other hand certain 
makers in the East had to get to 
gether and agree to carry these fel- 
lows over the hard sledding. The 
result has been splendid, Banks, re- 
tailers and ois lves have co-op°rated, 
As a result of a “Made-in-Canada” 
slogan we are able to keep our men 
employed and our machinery from 
Trusting.”
